A BILL 

To ensure that a country receiving foreign assistance cooperate 
with the Government of the United States in its efforts to 
reduce the flow of illicit drugs from such country. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 tires of the United States of America in Congress assembled , 

3 That chapter 1 of part IH of the Foreign Assistance Act of 

4 1961 is amended by adding at the end thereof the following 

5 new section (22 U.S.C. 2376); 

6 “Sec. 620F. Cooperation in Narcotics Con- 

7 trol.— None of the funds authorized to be appropriated 

8 under this Act may be used to furnish assistance to any coun- 

9 try which is a known source of traffic in illicit drugs unless 
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1 the President has certified, during the fiscal year, to the 

2 Speaker of the House of Representatives and to the Commit- 

3 tee on Foreign Relations of the Senate that the governing 

4 authorities of that country are fully cooperating with the 

5 Government of the United States in its efforts to reduce the 

6 flow of illicit drugs from that country.”. 

7 Chapter 1 of the Arms Export Control Act is amended 

8 by adding at the end thereof the following new section (22 

9 U.S.C. 2757): 

10 “Sec. 7. Cooperation in Narcotics Control. — 

11 No letters of offer may be issued, no credits or guarantees 

12 may be extended, and no export licenses may be issued under 

13 this chapter with respect to any country which is a known 

14 source of traffic in illicit drugs unless the President has certi- 

15 fied, during the fiscal year, to the Speaker of the House of 

16 Representatives and to the Committee on Foreign Relations 

17 of the Senate that the governing authorities of that country 

18 are fully cooperating with the Government of the United 

19 States in its efforts to reduce the flow of illicit drugs from 

20 that country.”. 
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
